Edward G. Lewis, testifying in his 
own behalf in the United States Dis- 
trict Court Wednesday, declared in em- 
phatic tones to the jury trying him that 
he did not intend to defraud anyone 
when he organized the People’s United 
States Bank. 

The charge against Lewis is using 
the mails to defraud in, organizing his 
bank. . 

“Did you get subscriptions to the 
stock of your bank with the intent of 
embezzling or converting the monies 
thus obtained to your own use,” Lewis 
Was asked by Judge Barclay, his attor- 
ney. 

“Certainly not,” replied Lewis. 
did not iftend to borrow a cent, per- 
sonally. I had large interests of my 
own that put that out of the ques- 
tion.” | 

The defendant was asked what his 
first idea was in reference to the man- 
ner in which loans of the bank funds 
Were to be made. 

He replied that one of the first plans 
of lentiing bank funds was carried 
out by him when, early in 1905, he of- 
fered to take up from the city of St. 
Louls the entire $1,000,000 bond issue 
authorized by the city. He sent down 
to the City Hall his check for half of 
the amount, Lewis testified. 

Lewis took the stand at 11 o'clock. 

During his examination he was asked 
to explain his promise to put in dollar 
for dollar with.stock purchasers in his 
bank and his failure to put any money

Before leaving the saloon, he 
redeemed the pistol, according te Mur- 
ray. 

Lang said that the man who did the 
shooting limped as he ran away from 
the scene. When Philips was taken into 
the Coroner’s office he was [fmping, 
and his right ankle was bandaged. 
His clothes’ were. also torn. Philips re- 
fused to make any statement to the 
Coroner,

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‘TIAL WAVE 
CHINA DROWNS 
TEN THUUSAND 


* SEATTLE, Wash., May 13.—News of 
a sudden tidal wave the Yangtse 
Kiang, which involved the loss of 10,006 
lives at Hangkow, China. was brought 
by the steamer Titan, which arrived last 
night. 

The wave, 26 “feet flooded 
the viver, wrecking thousands of junk, 
boats and some 
large river steamers. ’ 

Some 3000 Chinese were sleeping in 
Sampans and small craft, and mat sheds 
and huts by the river at Hangow and 
were enveloped by the great wave, 
which swept broken junks, splintered 
Sampans and a heterogeneous mass of 
debris, with swarms of drowned Chli- 
nese, mixed with the wreckage. 

For many days the river side was 
strewn with dead. 

The wave swept a clean trail along 
the river front of the city of Hankow, 
destroying several hundred buildings. 

Officers of the Titan describe the panic 
which followed the visitation of the 
flood. The inhabitants of the city fled 
in droves into the country outside the 
wall. Thousands were camped on the 
outskirts of Hankow several miles from 
the river, refusing to return to their 


homes for fear of a repetition of the dis- 
aster,

Emil Kell of Osage, Kan., two years 
ago drew $2000 from a bank and went tc 
Laporte. He also disappeared. 

Mrs. J. S. Kerry of Binghamton, N. 
Y., writes that a young woman, whose 
name she will not divulge, came to La- 
porte from Binghamton with a large 
sum of money. Mrs. Kerry thinks this 
woman may be the one whose body was 
found in the fire ruins. 

State’s Attorne, Smith and severas

It was leerned today that Mrs. Gun- 
ness used three names in the extensive 
correspondence she carried on with men.

Expected Letters Every Day. 

“Tf she did not get letters every morn- 
ing,’’ he said, ‘‘she was greatly disap- 
pointed and complained about it.

“For three years she had no» letter 
box. She would always come down to 
the road herself and receive the letters 
from my hands.

If They Don’t - .Perpetuate 


Commission, He Says He 
Will Do It. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, May §$ 13.—Standing 
in the East Room of the White House, 
with his Cabinet sitting on his right and 
Vice-President Fairbanks and the Su- 
preme Court Justices on his left, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today issued public de- 
fiance to Congress to thwart his inter- 
nal waterways plan. 

If Congress would not do what he 
asked, he said he would do it anyway 
without Congress. 

Before him sat 100 senators and rep- 
resentatives, 40 governors and several 
hundred leading business men. The 
congressmen received the defiance in si- 
lence, but the others present greeted 
it with handclapping and cheers last- 
ing three minutes. 

The defiance came as an interlude in 
the Presideht’s address openinjy the 
conference of governors on conservation 
of national resources. 

Plain Talk for Congress, 

He was talking about the work of the 
Inland Waterways Commission. 

“There are many mempers of the 
co-ordinate branch present, and I want 
to say right here;’’ he said, ‘that I 
have asked Congress to pass some 
simple bill appropriating a small sum 
of money to perpetuate this commis- 
sion. 

‘“T hope Congress will perpetuate the 
commission, but if it does not, I want 
to tell you that I shall perpetuate 
it anyway, without Congress.”’ 

The President started to go on, but 
cheets stopped him. Y*Shen they ceased, 
he said: “The commission shall be much 
more effective if Congress perpetuates it, 
but I ‘shall perpetuate it anyway, and 
it will do the best it can.” 

He followed this with a declaration 
that Gifford Pinchet, the Chief Forest- 
er, had made the conference of gover- 


nors possible, and that the country was 


deeply indebted to nim. 
Pinchot Won Conflict. 

This was another shot at Congress, 
and particularly the Senate, where for 
& week past Western senators have 
been scoring Mr. Pinchot “in a vain at- 
tempt to cut down the appropriations 
for his*work, this opposition being led 
by Senator Dixon of Montana. 

Pinchot’s supporters won a doubled 
appropriation for $14,000,000, instead of 
cutting it under $500,000, as the op- 
position attempted. 

“There were a lot of angry sentters 
and representatives tnat left the White 
House after the address,’ said a Sena- 
ter friendly to the President. ‘They 
did not like that defiance a bit.”

The conference of governors and noted 
public men, called to consider the con- 
servation of the nation’s resources and 
other important national topics, met in 
the East Room of the White House to- 
day. 

Representing the Federal Government 
were President Roosevelt, Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks, the Cabinet, justices of 
the United States Supreme Court. 


Members of both houses of Congress |- 


were represented by their governors 
and conferees appointed by them. 

The industries were represented by 
Andrew Carnegie, the ironmaster; James 
J. Hill, the genius of railway expan- 
sion, John Mitchell, the labor leader 
and Dr. I. C. White, State geologist 
of West Virginia and perhaps the lead- 
ing expert on coal in the United States. 

Bryan and Gray There. 

The guests included three possible 
Democratic presidential candidates— 
William Jennings Bryan, Judge George 
Gray of Delaware and Gov. John A. 
Johnsen of Minnesota. 

The subjects to be considered include 
the use'and conservation of mineral re- 
sources, resources of the land and re- 
sources of the waters. 

The conference is the outgrowth of 
the recommendation of the interna- 
tional and waterways conventions te 
the President. 

The conference was opened by the 
President with an address on ‘“Con- 
servation as a National Duty.” The 


program for the day included addresses 


by Andrew Carnegie on ‘Ore and Relat- 

ed Minerals,’’ and by Geologist White, 

on “‘Mineral Fuels.’’ John Mitchell led 

the general discussion on coal mining. 
Big Map Displayed. 

Along the east wall of the East Room 
was placed a combined framework and 
platform 52 feet long and 19 feet high. 
This was artistically covered with green 
velvet, trimmed with gold rope. This 
framework afforded a setting for two 
giant maps of the United States, each 
colored to show the resources of the 
country. 

The governors occupied the seats of 
honor just in front of the platform. The 
other conferees and delegates were seat- 
ed in the order of their arrival at the 
meeting. 

Other Subjects Up. 

Friday afternoon subjects not con- 
nected with conservation will be dis- 
cussed. These include a plan for a 
universal divorce law, 
classification of offenses for which a 
decree may be granted, and the sim- 
plication of methods of procedure; a 
plan for extradition of criminals from 
one State to another upon telegraphic 
demands by governors; a plan for a 


universal agreement regarding treat- 


ment of tuberculosis in cattle; a plan 
for the care and segregation of con- 
sumptives, and a plan for the better 
Supervision and observance of quar- 
antine regulations. 

From now until May 15 the White

St. Louis bankers have fad so much success at 
the White House that the mercantile interest now 
enlisted in the prosperity movement naturally 
concentrated its efforts in that quarter also. 

When the bankers-appeared before the Presi- 
dent in March to urge moderation in the tone of 
his messages, they said many fine things to him, 
but at the end of their address they inserted this 
stinger: 

No great good has been accompliahéd in any 
times without some suffering: in conseqtience, 
but we now urge you to consider with extreme 
patience the unusual conditions that prevail, and, 
while abandoning no expressed principle, to ad- 


just your éxecutive actions to the requirements 
of this period of business timidity. 


The adjustment followed presently in the form 
of a message from which were omitted the scin- 
tillations that had given Business a great pain. 
Now the St. Lotiis Prosperity Association appears 
upon the scene and, after addressing the Presi- 
dent in language at once appreciative and court- 
ly, gains his approval of the sunshine movement 
and his most cordial indorsement of its objects. 

The St. Louis advance agents of Prosperity 
summed up their wishes in the modest expression 
that the time had arrived to call a halt upon 
radical, hasty and. experimental legislation. de- 
signed to regulate industry.

If honest business would, as in 
the case of St. Louis, be at greater pains to let 
him know its needs and not leave him wholly. to 
the sinister influences-of theorists and politicians, 
it would have less occasion to complain of his 
somewhat sensational practices.

NEW YORK, May 13.—The three 
prosperity boomers from St. Louis, E. 
C. Simmons, Festus J. Wade and Ed- 
ward Devoy, who are here to enlist 
New Yorkers in their campaign for a 
general revival of business, are busy 
as the proverbial bee. Already they 
have visited two centers of metropoll- 
tan business life. They had luncheon 
in the Chamber of Commerce with the 
Executive Committee of that organi- 
zation, and then visited the Wortd 
building and plant. They expressed 
regret at not having been in time to 
participate in the celebration of the 

World’s twenty-fifth anniversity. 

“We know The World in St. Leuis,”’ 
Said Mr. Simmons, “for it was there 
that Mr. Pulitzer started his journal- 
istic career. Many years ago, when 
he retired from the office of Police 
Cemmissioner in St. Louis, I was his 
successor. It was a pleasure to note 
the success he has achieved and the 
power for good exerted by his news- 
paper.”’ 

Support Is Promised. 

At the Chamber of Commerce, after 
outlining the general plan of the Na- 
tional Prosperity Association and dis- 
cussing its objects at length, Mr. Sim- 
mons asked the Chamber’s Executive 
Committee to promise its co-operation. 
A. B. Hepburn, president of the Chase 
National Bank, sald that while the 
committee was in sympathy with them, 
it had no power to act for the Chamber 
of Commerce, but would submit the 
matter to that bedy for action in the 
near future.
